AHS needs EMS 
response targets: 
Health minister 


Paramedics. AHS CEO 

‘shocked’ that there’s no 
response time standards 


Health Minister Fred Home 
has ordered Alberta Health 
Services to set standards for 
ambulance response times, 
after a Metro stoiy revealed 
they were operating without 
any set targets. 

As Metro first reported 
Thursday, a leaked memo out¬ 
lining no operating guidelines 
for ambulance response times 
had local paramedics worried 
there was no yardstick that 
kept the service accountable. 

On Thursday, Home said 
he expects a measurable 
standard. 

“I was veiy surprised to 


read the memo and it’s cer¬ 
tainly not acceptable in any¬ 
one’s eyes to operate a system 
that doesn’t have targets, 
specifically for something as 
critical as response times,” he 
said. 

Home said he has asked 
AHS CEO Vickie Kaminski to 
come up with a response time 
target. Kaminski, who’s rela¬ 
tively new to the post, said she 
was equally surprised. 

“I was pretty shocked when 
I saw that we don’t have any 
kind of response times that we 
use as a standard,” she said. 

Home said Albertans ex¬ 
pect a standard, but so do the 
front-line staff who take pride 
in their work. 

“They (paramedics) really 
care about the quality of ser¬ 
vice that they can offer to pa¬ 
tients in Alberta and they want 
the appropriate targets to be 
in place,” he said. 

Kaminski said she intends

“There needs to be 
some idea of what we 
as Albertans can expect.” 

Elisabeth Ballermann, president of the 
Health Sciences Association of Alberta 

to start work on the standard 
soon and will consult with 
other jurisdictions, front-line 
staff and experts to come up 
with something that makes 
sense. “I would like to do it to¬ 
night, but that’s not going to 
happen,” she said. 

She said the commonly 
used standard of eight min¬ 
utes 90 per cent of the time is 
an option, but it’s dated and 
she wants to examine others. 

“If they are still all using 
the late ’70s response time of 
eight or nine minutes then I 
say let’s use it and see how we 
perform,” she said.

Temporary schools 
possible: Minister 

Alberta’s education 
minister says he’s “game” 
to discuss putting up 
temporaiy schools in 
some of the province’s 
fastest-growing areas after 
word Wednesday that 
permanent sites could be 
delayed by a year. 

The province has 
abandoned the idea of 
constructing 19 facilities 
through a public-private 
partnership (P3) after the 
lone bid to do so came in 
$14 million higher than 
projected costs for trad¬ 
itional design builds. 

But the decision could 
see facility openings 
delayed until 2017, which 
would break a key elec¬ 
tion promise of former 
premier Alison Redford 
to have 50 new sites and 
70 school modernizations 
ready in 2016. 

Education Minister 
Jeff Johnson told Metro, 
however, that he plans 
to convene discussions 
with school boards about 
establishing tempor¬ 
aiy schools, not unlike 
one established to aid 
flood-displaced kids in 
Calgaiy’s Elbow Park 
neighbourhood, as a stop¬ 
gap measure of sorts. 

The hope, Johnson 
said, would be to have 
the temporaiy sites ready 
come 2016 and then 
replace them with perma¬ 
nent schools. 

“Obviously we real¬ 
ize we need permanent 
schools, and we’re going 
to build those,” he said. 
“But we also know that 
we’ve got some real 
pressures in Calgaiy in 
particular and a couple of 
other communities where 
we maybe can’t wait two 
years for a school.”

Calgary MLA Ric Mclver con¬ 
ceded Thursday he’d made a 
mistake attending a religious 
march organized by a vocally 
anti-gay street preacher. 

One of three candidates 
vying for the provincial Tory 
leadership, Mclver has been 
under fire this week after 
posting a picture to Twitter 
of himself at Calgary’s annu¬ 
al March for Jesus on Sunday. 

Critics were quick to lash 
out at his decision to par¬ 
take, pointing to a website 
for the event that describes 
homosexuality as being the 
“wrong sexual preference.” 

Mclver told reporters 
Thursday he wasn’t aware 
of the comments when he 


signed on to kick off the 
march. It was the fourth 
time he’d participated. 

“It’s an expression of my 
faith,” he said. “What I did 
not do — and what I regret 


and what I apologize for 
— (is) I didn’t do my home¬ 
work.”

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U of A. New 3D 
technology for cardiac

Edmonton cardiac doctors will 
get a closer look at Albertan’s 
beating hearts as new 3D tech¬ 
nology was unveiled Thursday 
at the University of Alberta Hos¬ 
pital. 

A new advanced visualiza¬ 
tion lab for cardiac imaging is 
now open to patients at the 
Mazanlcowski Alberta Heart 
Institute, offering doctors a 
chance to closely examine 
hearts and blood vessels in 
three dimensions. 

Thanks to the new technol¬ 
ogy, images captured by MRI 
and CT scans can be processed 
into 3D, allowing cardiac care 
specialists to manipulate the 
image to show the inner work¬ 
ings of a beating human heart, 
said AHS officials.

Operation Snapshot III 


Eight Albertans 
charged in 
nationwide child 
pornography case 

Eight Alberta men have been 
arrested and charged in a 
nationwide child pom sting 
called Operation Snapshot III. 

Five children from across 
the country were taken by 
the RCMP and nearly two 
million images and videos 
were seized as part of the 
investigation. Forty police 
agencies from across Canada 
were involved. 

The eight Alberta indi¬

They include Mark Peny,

on morning bike commute new office

side. Coun. Andrew 
Knack, who relies on 
public transit to get 
downtown, said biking 
is just as fast as the bus 




A bike, a helmet and a little 
bit of persuasion was all it 
took to convince Edmonton 
city Coun. Andrew Knack to 
ride with a group of city cyc¬ 
lists into the downtown core 
Thursday morning. 

Although they aren’t part 
of an official cycling group, 
rider Glenn Kubish and five 
other cyclists meet up on a 
somewhat regular basis to 
bike together. 

After discussions around 
bike lanes picked up again a 
few months ago, Kubish de¬ 
cided to ask his councillor — 
Knack — to join the group of 
men on two wheels. 

“I believe more people 
should ride bikes ... since 
there’s a lot of good reasons 
to that eveiybody knows. We 
wanted to give the councillor 
a low-pressure, no-lobbying 
opportunity to see that,” said 
Kubish. 

The group of seven started 
in the west end at 95 Avenue 


and 160 Street and travelled 
along the bike lanes east¬ 
wards, riding in the River 
Valley and along 102 Avenue 
downtown. 

Knack relies primarily on 
public transit to get down¬ 
town but says the ride into 
the downtown core was just 
as fast as taking a bus. 

“It was definitely enlight¬ 
ening. Eveiyone likes to talk 


about bike lanes and eveiyone 
likes to talk about it from one 
perspective: that of the driver, 
that of the cyclist. I wanted to 
try and have all of the perspec¬ 
tives,” said Knack. 

He noted the most relax¬ 
ing part of the ride was in the 
River Valley, followed by rid¬ 
ing on 102 Avenue as a group. 

“I felt safer on 102 than 
I did on the painted lines. I 


think that really gave me the 
perspective that we made the 
right call a couple of weeks 


ago saying that our focus go¬ 
ing forward should be on dedi¬ 
cated infrastructure.” 


A new office tower and a new 
home for city staff officially 
broke ground Thursday with 
the promise of more develop¬ 
ment around the new down¬ 
town arena. 

The city announced earlier 
this year they would be con¬ 
solidating city staff in the new 
tower on the former Staples 
site on 104 Avenue, opposite 
the new arena. 

The Katz Group and WAM 
developments will build the 
new tower. Oilers owner Daiyl 
Katz said it was just the first 
of a series of major projects 
around the arena. 

“We will have much more 
to say about that in the weeks 
and months ahead,” said Katz, 
who was on hand for the cere¬ 
monial groundbreaking. 

“It will help bring new life 
to what we believe will be 
Canada’s most vibrant, most 
welcoming and most exciting 
urban centre,” he said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said the 
tower is another sign of the 
changing nature of downtown. 

“There’s no better example 
of this confidence than the 
construction cranes we see 
throughout our downtown and 
one more that we’re going to 
be adding shortly,” he said. 

Iveson said the deal for the 
tower allows the city’s funds 
to be spent on LRT or libraries 
instead of being tied up in a 
new tower.

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SIDEWALKS OR ROADS: 
A CYCLIST’S DILEMMA 




Should I be on the road? 

I think about this a lot 
while cycling. Not on the quiet 
residential streets, obviously. 
Nor do I think about this 
on Whyte Avenue, where 
the sidewalks are so full I 
risk being mobbed — or at 
least shamed — by pedalling 
through them. 

But I do think about it 
when I’m riding down 104 
Avenue with cars zipping 10 
kilometres over the speed 
limit and I can sense that driv¬ 
ers would love to chuck their 
low-fat yogurt or cup of soda 
at me. I look to my right and 
there’s a big, wide sidewalk 
empty but for a few patient 
bus commuters and it’s tempt¬ 
ing to believe I’d be safer over 
there. 

Should I be on the side¬ 
walk? I also think about this 
a lot while cycling. Not when 


I’m covered in yogurt, ob¬ 
viously, nor when I’m on the 
multi-use trails (I mean, those 
begin and end so quickly, who 
has time to ponder them?). 

But I do when I’m riding 
along 107 Avenue and the 
cracked sidewalks catch my 
tires and my handlebars 
nearly graze the lampposts, 
and — watch it, baby stroller! 
— I hear a car screech in the 
alley behind me (there was an 
alley?) right before I’m about 
to roll through an intersection 
and — brake. A car turns in 
front of me. 

Oh, and somewhere along 
the way I remember that it’s 
illegal. That’s when it’s tempt¬ 
ing to feel safer on the roads. 

As a cyclist, who also drives 
and empathizes with drivers, 

I find the city’s cycling bylaws 
easy to justify ignoring — and 
I’m not alone. A cursoiy look 
through What the B*ke, last 
May’s online public consulta¬ 
tion on bike routes, shows 
many drivers and cyclists 
disagree with the largely 


unenforced rules. 

But despite what our brains 
perceive as the safer option 
(sidewalks) a mountain of sci¬ 
ence tells us it isn’t. According 
to a 1998 Carleton study, the 
fall and injuiy rates in Ottawa 
were four times higher on the 


sidewalk than road, meaning 
the objects and obstacles on 
the sidewalks pose a higher 
threat than cars. A Toronto 
study showed crash rates 
nearly twice as high. 

But you’d rather get hit by 
a lamppost than car, you say? 


Me too, which is why I have 
to remind myself to bike on 
the road where I’m 1.8 times 
less likely to get smoked by a 
zooming hunk of steel, accord¬ 
ing to a 1994 article published 
by the Institute of Transporta¬ 
tion Engineers. 


Riding on the sidewalks is 
essentially like a latte: It seems 
like a healthy choice but it’s 
just a fistful of sugar. So how 
to deal with this cognitive 
dissonance? The revered and 
reviled bike lane. And thank¬ 
fully, we’re getting there. 

It’s refreshing that after 
bungling the pricey and 
controversial cycling network, 
by putting routes in outer-ring 
neighbourhoods where cyclists 
hardly traffic, the city is deter¬ 
mined to build them centrally 
where they’re wanted and 
needed — and not piecemeal a 
few blocks at a time! 

But instead of integrating 
them with popular roads, 

I worry the proposed plan 
relegates cyclists to cosy, quiet 
(read: boring) streets like 105 
Avenue and 83 Avenue, where 
they already feel relatively 
safe. It’s a missed opportunity 
to instead integrate them with 
commuter roads that are well 
maintained and where cyclists 
can stop for lattes and help 
make our streets more vibrant.

The Edmonton Public Li¬ 
brary is hoping to infect 
more babies with a love of 
reading as they get their 
first vaccinations. 

The library announced 
Thursday it would expand 
its partnership with AHS 
on its “Welcome Baby” 
program, which gives out 
books, CDs and early lit¬ 
eracy information to par¬ 
ents when children get 
their two-month vaccina¬ 


tions. 

The service was piloted 
last year, but will now be 
available at all nine Edmon¬ 
ton public health clinics. 

Library staff said babies 
start toward literacy long 
before they ever pick up a 
book. 

“Early literacy really be¬ 
gins with the first sounds 
that babies hear, the first 
shapes that they make, the 
songs that they hear being 


sung,” said Tamsin Shute, a 
youth services librarian. 

Jacqueline Ohm, a mom 
who uses the library with 
her young daughter regular¬ 
ly, said she and her daugh¬ 
ter have made reading part 
of their time together. 

“It’s a daily ritual that 
we read books before nap 
time, before bed, and we 
come here and read books,” 
she said.

Calgary city councillors grilled 
provincial Tory leadership can¬ 
didates Thursday over whether 
they would force smaller muni¬ 
cipalities to be part of the Cal¬ 
gary Metropolitan Plan (CMP), 
but received no affirmative 
answers from the would-be pre¬ 
miers. 

“I will be happy to put in 
place a coalition of the willing,” 
said candidate Ric Mclver. “I am 


not interested in forcing muni¬ 
cipalities to do things.” 

Thomas Lukaszuk also re¬ 
jected the idea of making par¬ 
ticipation mandatory by law, 
but said there are other options 
to encourage Calgary-area mu¬ 
nicipalities to follow a common 
plan for growth. 

Specifically, Lukaszuk said 
the Municipal Government 
Act (MGA) could be rewritten 


to “develop a framework that 
provides incentives to collabor¬ 
ation and, by doing so, provide 
disincentives to the lack of col¬ 
laboration.” 

Members of Calgary coun¬ 
cil worry that, without full 
regional buy-in on the CMP, 
the city’s own attempts to limit 
costs relating to urban sprawl 
will be undermined, as sub¬ 
urban development will simply 


be pushed outside city limits, 
while still straining city infra¬ 
structure. 

“We’ve reached an impasse 
whereby there are some holes 
in the dike, and if we can’t 
plug those holes, then the dike 
becomes ineffective,” Coun. 
Andre Chabot said Thursday 
about the state of the regional 
planning process. 

Coun. Jim Stevenson said 
he’s becoming impatient at the 
province’s “lack of action in a 
number of areas,” including 
“legislation of the CMP” and 
“changes that could have been 
made a long time ago to the 
MGA.” 

Leadership candidate Jim 
Prentice did not attend the 
forum, hosted by the Alberta 
Urban Municipalities Associa¬ 
tion, where Thursday’s discus¬ 
sion took place.

Justice minister defends

Peter MacKay had said 
fewer women apply for 
federal bench positions 
to stay home with kids 


Federal Justice Minister Peter 
MacKay is defending comments 
he made last week about why 
so few women are appointed as 
judges in Canada. 

MacKay was responding 
to Wednesday’s Toronto Star 
report about an Ontario Bar 
Association meeting at which 
he was asked about the lack of 
women and minorities on fed¬ 
erally appointed court benches. 

MacKay answered the ques¬ 
tion by saying that women 
don’t apply to be judges be¬ 
cause they fear the job will take 
them away from their children 
— and that children need their 
mothers more than their fath¬ 
ers, the Star report said. 


On Thursday, rather than 
back away from the comments, 
MacKay stood his ground. 

“At early childhood, there’s 
no question I think that women 
have a greater bond with their 
children,” he said. 


Canada needs more women 
to apply for judicial appoint¬ 
ments, he continued, before 
walking away from reporters. 

Later in the House of Com¬ 
mons, opposition MPs pounced 
on MacKay’s comment, declar¬ 


ing them sexist and demanding 
an apology. 

“I ask the minister to apolo¬ 
gize to all Canadians for blam¬ 
ing motherhood for his abject 
failure to ensure that the fed¬ 
eral court reflects the divers¬ 
ity of society,” said Liberal MP 
Carolyn Bennett. 

MacKay insisted, however, 
that he was being unfairly ma¬ 
ligned. 

“That, of course, is a com¬ 
plete mischaracterization of 
what I said, what I think, how 
I act and who I am,” he told the 
Commons. Judicial appoint¬ 
ments are made solely on the 
basis of merit, he added. 

“With respect to minorities 
and women being promoted 
to the judiciaiy, I think we 
can all agree that government, 
of course, plays an important 
role in that, but so, too, do law 
schools and law societies, and 
that is exactly the message I 
was bringing to the Ontario Bar 
Association.”

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Teacher raped 
at prison: Report 


Arizona facility. 
Woman left alone in a 
room of sex offenders 
was stabbed, sexually 
assaulted, records say 


A teacher at an Arizona 
prison was alone in a room 
full of sex offenders before 
being stabbed and sexually 
assaulted by a convicted rap¬ 
ist, according to documents 
obtained by The Associated 
Press about an attack that 
highlighted major security 
lapses at the facility. 

The attack occurred Jan. 30 
at the Eyman prison’s Mead¬ 
ows Unit, which houses about 
1,300 sex offenders. 


The teacher was adminis¬ 
tering a high school equiva¬ 
lency test to about a half- 
dozen inmates in a classroom 
with no guard nearby and 
only a radio to call for help. 

The Department of Correc¬ 
tions issued only a bare-bones 
press release after the attack, 
but the AP pieced together 
what happened based on 
interviews and investigatoiy 
reports obtained under the 
Arizona Public Records Act. 

After the last of the other 
inmates left, Jacob Harvey 
asked the teacher if she could 
open the bathroom and then 
attacked her, records show. 
Harvey is accused of stabbing 
her in the head with a pen 
and sexually assaulting her. 

The teacher told investi-

gators that she screamed for 
help, but none came.

Video games still lacking women 


At last week’s Electronic 
Entertainment Expo, video 
game developers hyped up¬ 
coming titles featuring super¬ 
soldiers, assassins, bank rob¬ 
bers and secret agents. They 
all had one thing in common: 
They’re men. 

The continued lack of fe¬ 
male protagonists in games 
shown off at E3 highlighted 
an issue that continues to 
loom over the video game in¬ 
dustry. Why is it still such a 
dude fest? 

“It’s boring that we’re 
continuing to have this con¬ 


versation,” said Belinda Van 
Sickle, president and CEO of 
the advocacy group Women 
in Games International. 

“I started in the industry 
nine years ago and it seems 
like we’re having the same 
conversation with the same 
responses from industry insid¬ 
ers, gamers and the media. It 
needs to be more substantive.” 

While there were a few 
notable exceptions at this 
year’s E3 — like thrill seeker 
Lara Croft in Rise of the Tomb 
Raider and sci-fi survivor 
Amanda in Alien: Isolation — 


male characters still far out¬ 
number female protagonists 
in video games. 

“Any character you cre¬ 
ate requires extra resources, 
gender aside,” explained Eric 
Hirshberg, CEO of Activision 
Publishing. 

“Any character that has a 
different look, voice, mechan¬ 
ics or way of moving, requires 
more work.... But that’s not a 
reason not to do something. 
We create lots of different 
characters with lots of differ¬ 
ent movements.”

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U.S. Colleges asked to 
collect better stats on 
dating violence, stalking 


The Obama administration 
wants colleges and universi¬ 
ties to compile statistics on 
stalking, dating violence and 
domestic violence as part of 
its ongoing effort to curb 
sexual assaults on campuses. 

The Education Depart¬ 
ment proposed a new rule 
Thursday designed to pro¬ 
vide a better picture of these 
problems. 

The proposed rule change 
falls under the Clery Act, 
which requires colleges and 
universities to report crime 
statistics on or near their 
campuses and provide warn¬ 
ings in a timely manner if 
safety is threatened. The 
Violence Against Women 
Reauthorization Act of 2013 
signed by President Barack 
Obama amended the Clery 
Act by extending additional 
rights to campus victims. 

Victims’ advocates have 
said the statistics, as cur¬ 
rently compiled, don’t paint 
an accurate picture of the 
extent of sexual crimes on 
campuses.

“These new rules 
strengthen schools’ cap¬ 
acity to provide safer college

Education Secretary Arne 
Duncan said. 

Among the other pro¬ 
posed rule changes: adding 
gender identity and nation¬ 
al origin as categories of 
bias under the Clery Act’s 
definition of hate crimes; 
strengthening confidential¬ 
ity protections for victims; 
and requiring that discipline 
is “prompt, fair and impar¬ 
tial.”

L. A. Law that bars people 
from living in parked 
vehicles is struck down 


A U.S. federal appeals court 
on Thursday struck down a 
31-year-old Los Angeles law 
that bars people from living 
in parked vehicles, saying the 
vaguely written statute dis¬ 
criminates against the home¬ 
less and poor. 

The ruling involved a 1983 
law that prohibits the use of 
a vehicle “as living quarters 
either overnight, day-by-day, 
or otherwise.” 


The court said the law was 
unconstitutional because its 
ambiguous wording does not 
make clear what conduct 
would constitute a violation 
and “criminalizes innocent 
behaviour.” 

The decision came in a 
case brought on behalf of 
four people who were ar¬ 
rested in the Venice area by 
Los Angeles police.

German Alps. 

Multi-country rescue 
effort took nearly two 
weeks, involved more 
than 700 people 


After spending nearly two 
weeks underground, an injured 
German caver was hauled out 
of the country’s deepest cavern 
Thursday by a multinational 
rescue operation that involved 
more than 700 people. 

Johann Westhauser, an ex¬ 
perienced caver, had gone into 
the Riesending cave system 
in the Alps with two compan¬ 
ions to cany out research and 
measurements. He was hit in 
the head during a June 8 rock 
fall while nearly 1,000 metres 
underground. 

After lengthy preparations, 
rescue teams five days later 
began the arduous task of haul¬ 
ing him up through a labyrinth 
of narrow passages and precipi¬ 


tous vertical shafts. 

Rescuers brought the 
52-year-old the final 180 metres 
to file surface Thursday and im¬ 
mediately sent him to a hospi¬ 
tal. 

The rescue became a media 
event with multi-page spreads 


in German tabloids. 

In all, 728 people from Ger¬ 
many, Austria, Switzerland, 
Italy and Croatia participated 
in file operation, operation dir¬ 
ector Klaus Reindl told repor¬ 
ters in nearby Berchtesgaden.

Hundreds of pounds of indus¬ 
trial hemp seeds bound from 
Canada to Colorado have 
been seized by federal author¬ 


ities in North Dakota, mark¬ 
ing the latest bump along 
the road to legalization of 
marijuana’s non-intoxicating 
cousin. 

At the centre of the dis¬ 
pute is hemp activist Tom Mc¬ 
Clain. Armed with a copy of 
last year’s federal Farm Bill, 
which allowed states to per¬ 
mit hemp cultivation for re¬ 
search and development, he 
set off for MacGregor, Man.,

Smartphone thefts. Data 
show iPhone ‘kill switch’ 
sharply reduces crime 


New crime data show Apple’s 
addition of a “kill switch” to 
its iPhones last September 
has sharply reduced robber¬ 
ies and thefts, authorities in 
the U.S. said Thursday. 

The report from a year-old 
initiative called Secure Our 
Smartphones said Google and 
Microsoft will incorporate a 
kill switch into the next ver¬ 
sion of their operating sys¬ 
tems on smartphones. 

In New York City, robber¬ 
ies of Apple products fell 19 
per cent while grand larcen¬ 


ies dropped 29 per cent in 
the first five months of 2014 
compared with a year earlier, 
according to the report. Rob¬ 
beries and grand larcenies 
involving a Samsung smart¬ 
phone, which didn’t have a 
kill switch during much of 
that time, rose more than 40 
per cent. 

The iPhone switch is an 
opt-in feature that allows the 
user to locate the phone on 
a map and remotely lock or 
erase it.

Evolution or devolution? 

People in the U.S. don’t 
even have to wander 
the chilly grocery aisles 
to buy food anymore — 
there is a buffet of firms 
who will do it for them 


If you dread making super¬ 
market runs, you’re in luck. 

Same-day grocery deliv¬ 
ery services from Google, 
Instacart and Postmates are 
expanding into more cities 
around America, delivering 
everything from cereal to 
bottled water to toilet paper 
from nearby stores. 

The Associated Press tried 
out all three services. They’re 
fast, easy to use and way more 
convenient than waiting in 
the checkout line. All three 
deliver from local stores in the 
U.S., as well as some big na¬ 
tional chains, such as Whole 
Foods, Costco and Target. 


The services across Amer¬ 
ica are different from more 
established groceiy deliveiy 
companies such as Fresh- 
Direct, Peapod and Amazon- 


Fresh, because they don’t ac¬ 
tually sell groceries directly 
to you. Google Shopping 
Express, Instacart and Post¬ 
mates merely send someone 


to stores in your neighbour¬ 
hood. It works like this: You 
select what you want online 
or on an app, choose a deliv¬ 
ery time and the service will 


deliver the items to your door. 

But convenience comes 
at a price. The delivery char¬ 
ges can vary greatly. Google 
and Instacart offer flat rates, 
while Postmates’ fees depend 
on the distance of the deliv¬ 
ery. And you may want to tip 
the deliveiy people. All three 
companies say it’s not neces¬ 
sary, but Instacart and Post¬ 
mates allows you to add a tip 
while shopping on the app or 
website. 

Besides deliveiy costs, In¬ 
stacart charges a premium 
for items from some of the 
stores it delivers from. That 
means you will end up paying 
a lot more than if you walked 
over to the shop and bought 
it yourself. 

Another downside: Get¬ 
ting your groceries delivered 
means you may be missing 
out on using coupons or 
browsing for cheaper alterna¬ 
tives in the store. And the or¬ 
ders do not always go accord¬ 
ing to plan.

Introducing Aero-X 


Sci-fi hovers 
into reality 

A sci-fi hover bike, akin to 
the flying forest speeders 
from Star Wars: Return of 
the Jedi, is set to take off by 
2017. The Aero-X, designed 
by Californian-based Aerofex 
Corporation, uses ducted 
rotors in a similar fashion to a 
helicopter but with far greater 
control. The aircraft, which 
costs $85,000 US and can fly 
at 72 km/h, will only hover to 
heights of 4.5 metres, so that 
a pilot’s licence isn’t required. 
Chief technology officer Mark 
De Roche tells Metro why we’ll 


all be riding into the future on 
a hovercraft. 

Did you decide to design 
this after watching Star 
Wars Episode VI: Return 
of the Jedi? (Laughs) I hate to 
disappoint but I’ve only seen 
one of the Star Wars movies 
and it didn’t influence the 
design. 

In the James Bond movie 
Die Another Day hover¬ 
craft float over minefields. 
Are the military interest¬ 
ed? It’s not going to be used 
by the militaiy at this stage. 
But the Aero-X can be used for 
ranching, crop dusting, and 
search and rescue. 

Is it like riding a hovercraft 


or a motorcycle? It’s prob¬ 
ably closer to a motorcycle. 
You’re in a dynamic air 
environment. At first your 
eyes are fixed on the ground 
but when you get used to 
focusing on the horizon and 
adapt to the winds, you’re 
transported into a different 
element. You bank into a 
turn based on the wind like 
sailing — you get an intui¬ 
tive sense about the wind. 

Do you require a helmet? 

I didn’t wear one for quite 
some time and the guys and 
I decided it was reckless. We 
were in the desert so I didn’t 
feel much need but it’s likely 
depending on the laws of a 
country whether a helmet 
will be required, metro

Music saves me Jersey Boys

Based on the Broadway hit of 
the same name, Jersey Boys 
begins in 1951 Belleville, N.J. 
and follows childhood friends 
Frankie Valli (John Lloyd 
Young who won a Tony for 
his performance of Valli on 
stage), Tommy DeVito (Vin¬ 
cent Piazza) and Nick Massi 
(Michael Lomenda) from the 
streets to the studio and with 
the addition of songwriter and 
keyboardist Bob Gaudio (Erich 
Bergen), from clubs to concert 
halls as the Four Seasons, one 
of the biggest-selling acts 
in rock history. Hits like Big 
Girls Don't Cry, Walk Like A 
Man and Can't Take My Eyes 
Off You kept them at the top 
of the charts — but ego, in¬ 
fighting, and money troubles 
blew them apart.

Go for the tunes, not 
the theatrics. 

Clint Eastwood-helmed 
rags-to-riches music 
tale lacks realism, but 
is saved by a bunch 
of earworms that 
will have audiences 
tapping their toes 


Richard: Mark, I thought 
director Clint Eastwood set 
up the story of the band 
well enough. From their 
hardscrabble beginnings 
to the height of their suc¬ 
cess, it’s a rags-to-riches 


story and when it focuses 
on the four band members, 
it works. 

Unfortunately it takes 
a cast of characters to tell 
the tale, and Eastwood 
seems content to allow his 
supporting actors to go off- 
the-charts theatrical. By the 
time the end credits roll, it’s 
clear that the movie is a cari¬ 
cature of a real-life stoiy. 

Nothing feels completely 
genuine, as if the theatrical¬ 
ity of the stage version bled 
into the film. 

Mark: Richard, I think I 
know when the film goes 
off the rails. 

When the band breaks 
up two-thirds of the way 
through, everything that fol¬ 


lows feels forced, cheesy, 
and the emotions play a bit 
phoney. 

But I still enjoyed the mov¬ 
ie. I saw the theatrical version 
twice and I’m a big fan of the 
group. 

The music makes a bigger 
impact in the stage version, 
but some of the characters 
play better in the film. 

None of the acting is stel¬ 
lar, but it’s always fun to 
watch Christopher Walken do 
his “good mobster” schticlc, 
and Erich Bergen as Bob Gau¬ 
dio, the brains of the group, 
really stood out for me. 

RC: The songs are undeni¬ 
ably catchy and well per¬ 
formed by a cast, three- 
quarters of which come 


from the various incarna¬ 
tions of the stage show. 

They are earworms that 
sound authentic, by and large 
thanks to Young who per¬ 
fectly mimics Valli’s soaring 
multi-octave falsetto voice. 
The bulk of the movie, un¬ 
fortunately, doesn’t soar as 
high as Young’s voice. The 
Broadway show is basically a 
rock concert with a story. The 
big-screen treatment requires 
more. 

MB: I thought it did — in 
places. The feuding between 
the members of the group 
worked better in the movie, 
but the opening scenes of 
Italian boys in da hood has 
been done many times be¬ 
fore, and went on way too 


long. Note that it takes one 
full hour before they sing 
their first hit, Sheriy. 

The movie filled in a lot 
of texture about the Jersey 
mob and life on the road that 
wasn’t in the play, but you 
know, Richard, it’s about a 
rock group in the 1960s, so I 
don’t even have to like it to 
like it. 

RC: I liked the style, the 
songs, but I wanted more 
from the characters. The 
songs will stay in your head; 
the characters won’t. 

MB: And after Valli got his 
name upfront of the group, 
shouldn’t it technically 
have been Frankie Valli and 
the Three Seasons?

Guy Pearce is a little preoccu¬ 
pied with water bottles at the 
moment. The Australian ac¬ 
tor was apparently so taken 
with the particular metal 
bottle — made by S’well — 
that he carried around on 
the set of the dystopian film 
the Rover that he contacted 
the company himself about 
them.

The package says it’s blue. 

That’s good because this is 
the colour of the one I carried 
around on the movie. The 
whole time, the art depart¬ 
ment woman told me, “When 
we get to that scene that we’re 


going to do in the cafe, I’m 
going to use that bottle.” I 
said, “Oh great, fantastic.” But 
she said, “I need to get it more 
battered up and beaten up.” 

Of course we used it, because 
there’s something sort of 


blue in every scene, there’s 
a small blue thing in eveiy 
scene. So she used the bottle, 
and it’s there like an internal 
promotion. And then I ended 
up buying all the crew one of 
these each and had them print 


The Rover on them, which 
I think is what you’ve got 
in there. Can I have a quick 
look? (He takes my bottle and 
unwraps it.) 

So that bar in the movie just 
serves water? 

Pretty much, yeah. We don’t 
even know if it’s a bar or what 
it is, it’s just some sort of 
place. It probably serves food 
if you were to ask, but I don’t 
know what you’d get. 

This film doesn’t waste a lot 
of time explaining why or 
what everything is, it just 
presents this world as it is. 

And that’s what’s great about 
(writer-director) David (Mi- 
chod). As an audience mem¬ 
ber, there’s so much of you 
wanting to work out what’s 
going on that it’s nice to not 
be told eveiything all the time. 
I think it can be really evoca¬ 
tive if you feel like a fly on the 
wall or you’re just brought 
into a world and it’s happen¬ 
ing in front of you without 
following the usual formula. 
And I get why formulas work 
and why they’re utilized, but 


I do think it’s really interest¬ 
ing sometimes to just come in 
crossways instead of just being 
introduced in the front door 
and explained eveiything. 

Your character basically has 
nothing left at the beginning 
of this film. 

That’s right. It’s interesting, 
because eveiything you don’t 
know about my character at 
the beginning of the film I 
also didn’t know about that 
character when I read it.

Screenwriting duo Keith 
Merryman and David A. 
Newman enjoyed a certain 
amount of unsupervised 
freedom while adapting 
Steve Harvey’s self-help book 
Think Like a Man into the 
2012 film. But when it came 
to making a sequel after the 
film turned into one of that 
summer’s surprise hits, they 
found the powers that be 
were a tad more interested 
in how the second one would 
come together. 

What was the difference 
in working environments 
between the first film and 
this one? 

Newman: I think we had 
the gift of freedom, in a 
way. The book had fans, and 
Steve Harvey did a great job 
of presenting the book on 
Oprah, so we knew there 
was a fan base for the book, 
but there have been a lot 
of self-help books that have 
fan bases that, you know, 
you never know. I’ll put it 
this way, it never occurred 
to us it was going to do what 
it did in the box office.

And then after that 
The Best Man Holiday got 
green-lit after Think Like 
a Man, a lot of things have 
happened. But with success 
comes a whole different set 
of expectations on this one. 
So there were more eyes 
on the prize from the very 
beginning, more opinions.

And 
with the sequel, our goal was 
to, despite all the craziness 
and campiness, to still root it 
in the relationships, which is 
why it’s dramatically framed 
with them. 


Are there different profes¬ 
sional or diplomatic pos¬ 
itions you have to assume 
when you’re dealing with 
those new cooks in the 
kitchen? Like more smiling 
and nodding politely? 
Newman: Yeah. I laugh 
because I think everyone 
thinks they’re the reason 
the first one was such a hit, 
and I think eveiyone was. 
Like, every single person 
was a reason why it was 
a hit, from Will (director) 
to Tim (Story) to all of the 
actors and hopefully to us, 
too, but at the end of the 
day you have to have a great 
script if you’re going to do 
it again. So there were a few 
different hats to wear from 
the very beginning. We were 
just concerned because we 
didn’t want the entire tone 


of the movie to change into 
a different genre. 

How about using Las Vegas 
as a setting? 

Newman: Even The Hang¬ 
over can’t out-Hangover 
The Hangover. There’s 
been three, and we’re not 
that. So we really decided 
to do what it’s like when 
you go to Vegas, where 
it’s like the conflicts are 
somebody wants to do this 
and somebody wants to do 
that, you’re automatically 
supposed to feel like you’re 
having the best time of all 
time. 

Merryman: And if you 
don’t, you feel like you 
failed. 

Newman: And then our 
main premise was it’s the 


greatest place in the world 
for men and women to get 
their freak on — unless 
they go together as couples, 
which gave everything a 
conflict and comedy. 

I couldn’t help noticing the 
lamest character in your 
movie keeps suggesting 
they go see Jersey Boys, 
which you’re opening 
against. 

Newman: I know, I know. 
We didn’t have time to go to 
Vegas, so we started doing 
research on the Internet, 
and everything was Criss An¬ 
gel and Jersey Boys, and so 
we wrote it into the script. 
As soon as you get off the 
airplane there it’s like, Jer¬ 
sey Boys! And I just thought 
Bennett would want to see it 
and know that it had eight 
Tony nominations. And it 
cracks me up that we’re 
now opening the exact same 
weekend, and it’s within the 
first eight minutes of our 
movie.

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J.D. Salinger of comedy finally returns 
years after shunning Chappelle Show 



New York. ‘I’m just back 
out here earning enough 
money to disappear 
again,’ Chappelle joked 
during the first of nine 
scheduled performances 
at Radio City Music Hall 


Dave Chappelle’s hesitant, 
slow-motion comeback 
reached a big-tent crescendo 
when the comic performed a 
nearly two-hour set at Radio 
City Music Hall that seemed 
to officially announce his 
long-awaited return. 

Chappelle, who famously 
abandoned his acclaimed 
and lucrative Comedy Cen¬ 
tral show in 2005, has largely 
shunned the public eye since 
last year resuming his stand- 
up career. In his wide-ranging 
act Wednesday, Chappelle 
made up for lost time, catch¬ 
ing up to a decade of racial 
and societal change, skipping 
from Herman Cain to Donald 
Sterling, his since-born chil¬ 
dren to his return from self- 
imposed exile. 

“I’m just back out here 
earning enough money to dis¬ 
appear again,” he said mid-set 
as the sold-out crowd howled, 
collectively hoping he was 
joking. 

The show was the first of 
nine scheduled for Chappelle 


at Radio City, easily his big¬ 
gest platform in years. Music 
acts like the Roots, Nas and 
Janelle Monae are to join 
him later, but the kickoff 
show began with the veteran 
Washington, D.C. comic Tony 
Woods as the opener and 


an intro from, of all people, 
James Lipton. 

Lipton, who hosted 
Chappelle years ago on In¬ 
side the Actors Studio, re¬ 
peated the unusual warnings 
posted around Radio City 
prohibiting not just record¬ 


ing but heckling and even 
texting. The rules (which 
weren’t strictly enforced) 
spoke to Chappelle’s unease 
about stepping back into the 
limelight, as well as an inci¬ 
dent from last August. At a gig 
in Hartford, Conn., Chappelle

shut down his act 10 minutes 
in because of heckling. Vid¬ 
eos of the performance went 
viral online. 

Chappelle immediately 
referenced that night during 
a tangent on North Korea, say¬ 
ing that if leader Kim Jong Un 


were to use an atom bomb, 
he might consider Hartford. 

But such “spills along the 
way,” as Chappelle said of his 
admittedly “ill-conceived” 
comeback, weren’t a part 
of Wednesday’s perform¬ 
ance. A noticeably more buff 
Chappelle first appeared with 
his silhouette projected large 
on a screen. He looked in¬ 
creasingly comfortable as his 
set went on, and he chain¬ 
smoked cigarettes, bumming 
one from an audience mem¬ 
ber. 

Chappelle frequently 
wove into his performance 
a self-awareness of his iconic 
stature as a kind of J.D. Sal¬ 
inger of comedy. He often 
sounded confined by the 
role: “I’m too famous to say 
everything I think or feel,” 
Chappelle said. 

Of his abrupt exit from 
Chappelle’s Show he said: “I 
just didn’t feel like doing it 
anymore. It was dramatic, but 
I feel better.” 

When someone shouted 
that he should bring back the 
show, Chappelle joked that 
he’ll do it right after mak¬ 
ing Half-Baked 2 — an even 
unlilcelier return to his past 
(his 1998 stoner comedy Half- 
Baked). 

In the end, Chappelle 
looked reluctant to leave. 

“This has been swell,” he 
said, before adding several 
more anecdotes.

J.Lo. 1990s pop diva 
discusses the limitations 
of recording new album 
on a tight budget, and 
empowering women 


Jennifer Lopez remembers the 
days when her record label 
budgeted $1 million for one of 
her music videos. Today, she’s 
attempting to create the same 
magic with one-tenth of the 
money. 

The entrepreneur says be¬ 
ing a singer has been “challen¬ 
ging” since she debuted on the 
pop scene in the late 1990s, 
dominating the charts with 
back-to-back hits while becom¬ 
ing a driving force on other en¬ 
tertainment platforms. 

“It used to be like this big 
magical world, almost like Oz, 
when you’d make a record,” 
the 44-year-old says. “(It) was 
like anything was possible.” 

Lopez, who released her 
eighth album, A.K.A., on Tues¬ 
day, says the music industiy no 
longer feels like Oz. 

“Now, it’s like, ‘We’ll see 
if we can do that and we can

give you this much,”’ she says 
of record label meetings. “And 
you’re like, ‘Wow, OK. So how 
am I gonna do that?’ It’s a 
whole different mindset.” 

She enjoys the challenge, 
Lopez says. When coming up 
with creative concepts, she 
has thought to herself: “What 
great idea can I come up with 
that costs nothing?” 


Her last platinum effort 
was 2002’s This Is Me ... Then 
its followup, 2005’s Rebirth, 
sold 745,000 units. Since then, 
she’s had some successful sin¬ 
gles, but she’s no longer one 
of pop’s “it” girls, racking up 
multiple hits, earning Gram¬ 
my nominations and winning 
other accolades. 

The performer hopes fans 


can hear the work she’s done 
in the past four years on A.KA., 
an album filled with pop, R&B 
and dance sounds. 

“I want women to feel em¬ 
powered. I want women to 
know what they deserve and 
to not take anything else, and 
to look at love in that way,” she 
says. 

Lopez says that’s why she

Billboard reported that 
A.KA. — Lopez’s first album 
for Capitol Music Group — 
would only sell about 30,000 
units next week, her lowest 
sales for a debut week. 

Greg Thompson, executive 
vice-president of Capitol, says 
he believes the current single, 
the Max Martin-produced 
First Love, is “going to go all 
the way.” He says they plan to 
work the pop song throughout 
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Idol 


the summer. 

High-profile guests on the 
album include Pitbull, Nas, 
Rick Ross and T.I.; some of the 
songs were co-written by Chris 
Brown. However, other tracks 
featuring Robin Thiclce, Wiz 
Khalifa and Maxwell didn’t 
make the cut. 

“Economics come into play; 
all types of stuff come into 
play,” Lopez says. 

Lopez says she’s lucky that 
she and other musicians have 
been able to use “our creative 
talents in other ways,” like her 
judging job on American Idol. 

Lopez says she’s been asked 
to return to Idol next season 
and plans to do so if her sched¬ 
ule allows. And Lopez, who is 
also producing TV shows and 
may dabble in directing and 
Broadway, isn’t concerned 
about the decline in the show’s 
ratings. 

“I really feel like we got 
back on track and got the focus 
on what it needed to be, which 
was on the contestants and on 
the show and off of anything 
else,” she says. “I think things 
have their heat and then they 
cool down and then they have

Strawberry-Balsamic 
Glazed Pork Tenderloin. 

Summer starts tomorrow 
and this little red berry is 
the star of the season 


When you discover foods that 
have a natural affinity for one 
another, it’s easy to find num¬ 
erous excuses to enjoy them 
together. 

One such combo is straw¬ 
berries and balsamic vinegar. 
Both sport assertively sweet, 
nicely acidic flavours that not 
only work well together, but 
also pair up wonderfully with 
so many other foods. 

For grilling season, pork ten¬ 
derloin that is slathered with 
a strawberiy-balsamic glaze 


just makes sense. For optimal 
flavour, the pork gets hit with 
the strawberry-balsamic blend 
three times. 

1. In blender, combine straw¬ 
berries, oil, vinegar, honey, 
garlic, salt and pepper. Puree 
until smooth. Pour about a 
third of mix into saucepan and 
set aside. Pour another third 
of mix into large non-reactive 
bowl. Pour the remaining sauce 
into a small bowl. 

2. Slice pork tenderloins into 
1/2-inch rounds. A few at a time, 
place rounds between sheets of 
plastic wrap, then use the meat 
mallet or rolling pin to careful¬ 
ly pound the rounds to an even 
thickness of about 1/4 inch. 
Place the pounded rounds in 
the non-reactive bowl with the 


sauce, turning to coat evenly. 
Refrigerate for 30 minutes. 

3. After the pork has marin¬ 
ated for 20 minutes, heat a grill 
to medium-high. 

4. Place saucepan of strawberry- 
balsamic sauce over medium- 
low heat on the stovetop. Bring 
to a simmer and cook, stirring 
frequently, for 8 to 10 minutes, 
or until thickened. Cover the 
pan and remove from the heat. 


Ingredients 


• l cup fresh strawberries, hulled 

• 2 tbsp olive oil 

• 2 tbsp balsamic vinegar 

• 2 tbsp honey 

• 3 cloves garlic 


5. When the pork has finished 
marinating, use an oil-soaked 
paper towel held with tongs 
to oil the grill grates. Place the 
pork rounds on the grill. Baste 
the pork with the sauce set 
aside in the small bowl. Grill 
for 3 to 4 minutes, then flip the 
rounds, baste again and cook 
for another 3 to 4 minutes. 

6 . Divide pork among 6 serving 
plates; spoon simmered sauce

From its origin in 1996, Na¬ 
tional Aboriginal Day (NAD) 
— joining First Nations, Inuit 
and Metis in honouring their 
diverse cultures, unique herit¬ 
age and long traditions — has 
grown to bring Canadians 
together in celebration of 
the contributions Aboriginal 
People make to the country. 

According to the declara¬ 
tion made by former govern¬ 
or general Romeo A. LeBlanc, 
it was appropriate to give a 
yearly day to mark and cele¬ 
brate the Aboriginal People 
to Canada, and to recognize 
their different cultures. 


For Nelson Mayer, execu¬ 
tive director with the Alberta 
Native Friendship Centres 
Association, NAD is all about 
cultural pride and identity. 
“This day is especially import¬ 
ant for our young people, 
who gain pride and confi¬ 
dence when we highlight the 
significant contributions Ab¬ 
original People have made in 
Canada,” he said. 

There are three groups of 
Aboriginal People: First Na¬ 
tions, Inuit and Metis, along 
with several language fam¬ 
ilies. For example, the Bea¬ 
ver and Tahltan languages 
are part of the Athabascan 
language family. Many Metis 
speak Michif, while Inuit 
often speak Inulctitut. And, 



if you want to refer to all the 
First Nations in Algonquin (an¬ 
other of the many aboriginal 
language families), you would 
use the word anicinabec. 

Recognized eveiy June 21 
from coast to coast, NAD kick 
starts Celebrate Canada!, an 
11-day celebration that in¬ 


cludes Saint Jean Baptiste Day 
(June 24), Canadian Multicul- 
turalism Day (June 27) and 
ends with Canada Day (July 
1). June 21, the summer sol¬ 
stice — the day of longest 
light, and a day of spiritual 
significance to many — was 
chosen as the date for NAD

Luis Suarez scored twice to 
give Uruguay a 2-1 victoiy over 
England at the World Cup on 
Thursday, making an instant 
impact in his return from in¬ 
jury to revive his team’s Group 
D campaign. 

The Liverpool striker, who 
hadn’t played since undergoing 
surgery on his left knee last 
month, lashed in the winner in 
the 85th minute, after seeing 
his first-half opener cancelled 
out by Wayne Rooney 

After surprisingly losing its 
Group D opener to Costa Rica, 
Uruguay’s qualifying chances 
have now been given a major 
lift, while England’s hopes of 
advancing to the round of 16 
are in real jeopardy after its 
worst World Cup start in more 
than half a centuiy. 

Suarez seemed to revel in 
inflicting England’s second suc¬ 
cessive loss in Brazil, having 
been punished twice by the 
country’s Football Association 
for misdemeanours, serving 
bans for racism and biting in

the Premier League. 

Of Uruguay’s six efforts on 
target, five were from Suarez 
— including the two that beat 
goalkeeper Joe Hart as Eng¬ 
land’s slack defending was ex¬ 
ploited. 

“I dreamt this,” Suarez said 
at the Itaquerao Stadium in Sao 
Paulo. “I’m enjoying this mo¬ 
ment, because of all I suffered, 
the criticism I received. So, 
there you go.” 

By taking his World Cup 
tally to five goals, Suarez en¬ 
sured that Rooney’s first-ever 
goal in 10 matches on football’s 
biggest stage was in vain. 


Italy and Costa Rica, who 
both have three points, 
meet for their second 
group game on Friday. 
Uruguay now has three 
points, while England 
is on zero points after 
consecutive defeats. 


Rooney tapped the ball 
home from close range in the 
75th minute after connecting 
with Glen Johnson’s pass. Hav¬ 
ing also lost against Italy, Eng¬ 
land now faces the prospect of 
not advancing from the group 
stage for the first time since 
1958. 

“We are a team that is mak¬ 
ing progress but results decide 
eveiything and both results 
have been negative,” coach Roy 
Hodgson said. 

“Where does it leave us? 
I don’t know. I don’t quite 
know.”

Kershaw adds no-no 
to sparkling resume 


MLB. Reigning NL 
Cy Young winner 
tosses his first 
no-hitter against 
potent Rockies offence 


Seeing his best friend only 
one out away from pitching 
a no-hitter, A.J. Ellis got a bit 
teary-eyed. 

Not that Ellis could get 
too emotional, though. The 
Dodgers catcher still had to 
call the pitches for Clayton 
Kershaw to finish off the 
gem. 

Kershaw added to his 
most remarkable resume 
Wednesday night, throwing 
his first no-hitter and strik¬ 
ing out a career-high 15 as 
Los Angeles beat Colorado 
8 - 0 . 

Only one batter got on 
base against Kershaw — 
Corey Dickerson reached 
on a throwing error by 
shortstop Hanley Ramirez, 
leading off the seventh in¬ 
ning. Kershaw struck out a 
swinging Dickerson to end 
the game. 

“I guess I haven’t really 
thought of the ramifications 
of throwing one of these 
things, but it’s definitely 
special company,” Kershaw 
said. 

“I don’t take for granted 
the history of this, or what 
it means. I definitely under¬ 
stand all that. But as far as 
individually, it’s right up 
there with winning playoff 
games and all that stuff. It’s 
pretty cool.” 

The 26-year-old lefty with 
the big-bending curveball, 


two Cy Young Awards, three 
ERA titles and a pair of 
strikeout crowns shut down 
a pretty good team, too. 

The Rockies began the 
night leading the majors in 
batting average, hits and on- 
base percentage, and topped 
the NL in runs and homers. 

“I started tearing up out 
there in the ninth inning, 
just sitting out there catch¬ 
ing and watching him throw 
after he got those first two 
outs,” Ellis said. 

“To do it here at Dodger 
Stadium and do it with my 
best friend on the mound 
means the world to me. It’s 
a game I’ll watch on replays 
with my kids forever,” he 
said. 

Kershaw thrust his arms 
overhead after fanning 
Dickerson for the final out. 
He was mobbed by his team¬ 
mates and joined on the 
field by wife Ellen for sev¬ 
eral hugs. 

Kershaw joined Sandy 
Koufax and Bob Gibson as 
the only pitchers to throw 
a no-no as a reigning Cy 
Young Award winner. 

Koufax pitched four no¬ 
hitters for the Dodgers, and 
the Hall of Fame lefty has 
befriended Kershaw over 
the years.
